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Seaway Toll Problems Studied 


At Public Conferences 


Methods of establishing and 
collecting tolls on the St. Law- 
rence Seaway were discussed last 
month at public conferences in 
Washington and Chicago. The 
open meetings were conducted by 
the St. Lawrence Seaway Develop- 
ment Corp. 

The conferences served as pre- 
liminary airings of toll problems. 
Actual toll rates will be studied at 
later hearings. Most speakers at 
the Washington conference sug- 
gested that the toll schedule 
should be “fair and equitable,” 
but that the Seaway should be 
made self-supporting as soon as 
possible through a realistic toll 
system. In Chicago, however, the 
sentiment was reversed, with 
speakers calling for lower tolls 
and possible government’ sub- 
sidies. 

The most popular method of as- 
sessing tolls seemed to be a sys- 
tem calling for a nominal toll 
charge based on registered ton- 
nage, with the major charge being 
levied on cargo. A lower toll was 
suggested for bulk items, with a 
higher toll on general cargo. 

In addition to representatives 
from the Development Corp. and 
its Canadian counterpart, partici- 
pants included representatives 
from competing modes of car- 
riage, port cities, and user asso- 
ciations.

Legislative Line-Up 


Following is a summary of 
legislation enacted into law by 
the first session of the 85th Con- 
gress. 


RATES AND CHARGES — Public 
Law 124 amends Section 218(a) of 
the Interstate Commerce Act to re- 
quire contract carriers by motor ve- 
hicle to file with the ICC their actual 
rates or charges for services. 

FREIGHT FORW ARDERS—Public 
Law 176 amends Section 410 of the 
Act to require freight forwarders to 
obtain certificates of public conveni- 
ence and necessity. 

CONTRACT CARRIERS Public 
Law 163 revises the definition of con- 
tract carriers by motor vehicle as set 
forth in Section 203(a) (15) of the 
Act. (Carriers have until Oct. 23 to 
tile verified statements to determine 
which might continue as contract car- 
riers.) 

SECTION 22—Public Law 246 
amends Section 22 of the Act (see 
complete story on page 118.) 

CARRIER VIOLATIONS — Public 
Law 135 provides more adequate and 
realistic penalties for violations of 
certain statutes administered by the 
ICC. 

REORGANIZATION—Public Law 
286 extends the termination date for 
submission of reorganization plans to 
Congress to June 1, 1959. 

AIR CARRIER AID—Public Law 
407 authorizes the government to 
guarantee private loans to air car- 
riers in the United States, Alaska, 
and Hawaii for the purpose of air- 
craft and equipment. 
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Following is a brief summary 
of the status of other legislation 
as the first half of the 85th Con- 
gress was brought to a close. 


FOREIGN FREIGHT FORWARD- 
ERS—Pending action by the House 
Merchant Marine Committee is HR 
479, dealing with foreign freight for- 
warders. 


GOVERNMENT COMPETITION- 
HR 1975, to establish a federal policy 
on government competition with pri- 
vate business, awaits action in 1958 
by a House Government Operations 
subcommittee. 


HIGHWAY BUILDING—Hearings 
on forest access roads are tentatively 
set for November by the Gore sub- 
committee, Senate Public Works Com- 
mittee. No substantive action on 
highway construction is scheduled by 
Congress before next year. 


MINIMUM WAGES—Senate Labor 
Committee has S 1853, the minimum 
wage law extension bill, in a pending 
status. House Labor Committee in- 
tends to start a series of minimum 
wage hearings in the Far West at 
the end of October. 


TERMINAL TRAFFIC—House 
Merchant Marine Committee plans no 
action until next year on HR 2229. 
The bill would channel more govern- 
ment freight through commercial 
marine terminals. 


TRANSPORTATION OF EXPLO- 
SIVES—S 1491, to revise the Trans- 
portation of Explosives Act, awaits 
approval by the House Commerce 
Committee.

Clark Equipment Co., Battle Creek, 
Mich., has announced that it has ac- 
quired interests in two foreign fork 
truck manufacturing firms. The firms 
are I.T.D. Ltd., in Britain, and Ruhr 
Intrans Hupstapler, G.m.b.H., in Ger- 
many. The German firm had been 
producing Clark trucks under license 
since 1952. 

Fifteen executives of transportation 
companies and transportation officers 
in the armed forces were graduated 
from the first short course for trans- 
portation executives given by the 
Transportation Center at Northwest- 
ern University on Aug. 30.

LAW CHECKS FORWARDERS — Freight 
forwarder operating permits may become more 
difficult to get because of new Public Law 176. 
With one major exception, it will let ICC deny a 
request for a permit if shippers in the applicant’s 
area have adequate service. That exception relates 
to applicants under railroad control. ICC regards 
this omission as unduly advantageous to the rail- 
road-backed applicants. 


SEAWAY FIGHT OPENS—Foes of token 
toll rates for the St. Lawrence Seaway have be- 
come highly vocal. A National Committee for a 
Nonsubsidized Seaway, representing Atlantic and 
Gulf Coast port and business interests, is formed 
to demand adequate rates. The committee is 
charged by Sen. Potter, R., Mich., with trying to 
force rates so high as to create a burden on users. 
Seaway officials promise tolls at a rate that will 
pay for the project. 


DELAY CARRIER RULES—Effective date 
of the new rules for household goods transporta- 
tion is postponed again by the ICC. Rules govern- 
ing motor common carrier movement of the goods 
were to be in force last June, but the date was 
changed to Sept. 1. Now ICC sets Nov. 1 as the 
effective date. Delay is permitted, ICC explains, to 
give some of the carriers more time to revise 
their methods in keeping with the changed re- 
quirements. 





PACKAGING AND HANDLING SYM- 
POSIUM—Latest developments in packaging and 
materials handling were to be shown to some 800 
persons at Fort Lee, Va., this month. The occa- 
sion was the third Joint Military-Industry Pack- 
aging and Materials Handling Symposium, open- 
ing Oct. 1. Attendees were to be about 60 per cent 
from industry and 40 per cent from the govern- 
ment. Army was the sponsor, in cooperation with 
Navy, Air Force, Commerce Dept., and National 
Security Industrial Assn. 


TAKE TRAFFIC POSTS — Top manage- 
ment jobs in the Military Traffic Management 
Agency are newly filled by three civilians. G. B. 
Randolph is executive officer; John E. Roberts, 
Jr., is deputy director of services; and James J. 
Gianfagna is deputy director of traffic. Mr. Ran- 
dolph formerly was deputy assistant Chief of 
Transportation (Traffic) for the Army. His col- 
leagues have served with the Navy Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts.

RAILROADS URGE UNVARIED TIME— 
Food for congressional thought in 1958 lies in 
the railroads’ request for a law making time uni- 
form. Time differences within a single time belt 
are very costly, the Assn. of American Railroads 
testifies. Railroads reportedly must spend nearly 
$1 million a year on timetable and schedule 
changes. AAR takes no stand on daylight saving 
time, but it asks the establishment of time that 
will hold for all purposes. 


CHANGE TRUCK RATES—Motor carriers 
hauling freight into and out of the Seattle- 
Tacoma, Wash., area are told by the ICC to refile 
their rate schedules. ICC gives the truckers unti! 
Oct. 23 to stop using existing rates. The agency, 
investigating fees for that region, finds evidence 
that they give undue preference to shippers in the 
Portland-Vancouver area. ICC decides to make a 
test of the revenue results of altered rates. 


SMALL BUSINESS AID—Sma!! firms will 
continue to draw aid from the Smal! Business Ad- 
ministration until at least mid-1958. SBA, given 
another year of life by Congress, also has a larger 
revolving loan fund.

He 
works hard and late most nights repairing the 
stuff and selling it. He has won some honorable- 
mention awards at exhibitions. 

We know for sure that he isn't getting any 
honorable mentions for his work at his bread- 
and-butter job. Maybe we should tell him that 
we hear he is about to be canned. 

Then there is that very popular sportsman- 
popular with everybody but his boss. It’s quite 
a coincidence how his business travel schedules 
seem to fall on the opening days of trout fishing, 
duck hunting, deer hunting, and horse racing.

Unpaid Storage Charges 
To The Editor: 


We would like to have your views 
on the following case. 

On April 15, 1955, Mr. B placed his 
furniture in storage with us, paid 
one month storage, but has not paid 
any more. 

On Feb. 18, 1957, we received no- 
tice from referee in bankruptcy that 
B had been adjudged bankrupt and 
his creditors would have a meeting 
on a certain day. We ignored this 
notice. 

On March 12, 1957, we received 
notice as to time for filing objections 
to discharge. We ignored this notice 
also. 

Sometime during April the attor- 
ney acting as trustee for the credi- 
tors telephoned us that we would 
have to release all goods we had be- 
longing to B without being paid the 
$260 then due us for storage charges. 

We told him we would not release 
the goods until charges were paid in 
full and only then to B or one en- 
titled to receive them. He then stated 
that we had lost our lien for storage 
as it was not recorded at the City 
Hall, and furthermore we had not 
protected the lien by joining the other 
creditors. 

Our stand has been, that as one 
having possession of the goods for 
nearly two years before bankruptcy 
proceedings, we were entitled to the 
accumulated storage charges without 
such lien being publicly recorded, and 
also we do not have to join the othe. 
creditors. We will risk payment of 
our lien on the value of the goods in 
our possession and no one, even the 
bankruptcy court, can take the goods 
from us without paying in full 
charges due us to the date goods are 
legally released. 

(Individual and firm 
names withheld on request) 


Only a specialist in bankruptcy 
law can, with any degree of dependa- 
bility, answer your question. Person- 
ally, I think the answer to this ques- 
tion must be decided finally by the 
higher court, which may very well 
differ from the opinion of the trustee, 
or even the lower court’s decision. 
Naturally, I believe you should have 
attended the meetings to which the 
referee directed your attention. Nev- 
ertheless, also it is my opinion that 
aside from the legal status you may 
have forfeited by not attending these 
meetings and joining with the other 
creditors, your warehouseman’s lien 
is valid if you complied with the laws 
pertaining to such liens. 

When reviewing late and leading 
higher court decisions, I shall en- 
deavor to locate one or more new 
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cases to the point of your legal prob- 
lem, and I shall publish the same at 
the earliest possible date.— Leo T. 
Parker, DA Legal Consultant.

Some communities talk a lot about 
attracting new business—other towns 
go out and get it. Like Chehalis, Wash- 
ington (pop. 5,639) which persuaded

UCH major state highway 

legislation this year centered 

on planning and implemen- 
tation of the federal-state high- 
way program. Primary attention 
focused on providing control of 
highway access, easement and 
right-of-way acquisition, reim- 
bursement of utilities, and taxa- 
tion and finance. 

Other legislative activity  in- 
cluded mileage taxes, vehicle size 
and weight limits, and adoption of 
Uniform Vehicle Code provisions. 
Forty-five states had legislative 
sessions. Of this number, 39 ad- 
journed, and three recessed. 


Highway Legislation 


Control of highway access leg- 
islation was considered in at least 
18 states. Minnesota, New Mexico 
and North Carolina approved leg- 
islation providing for comprehen- 
sive controlled-access laws. Ma- 
jor amendments to access laws 
were made in Illinois, Montana, 
Nevada, Texas, and Washington. 
Legislation to deny the use of 
controlled-access highway rights- 
of-way for the establishment of 
service facilities or other commer- 
cial facilities was approved in five 
states—Colorado, Michigan, New 
Mexico, North Carolina, and Ten- 
nessee. Similar laws are pending 
in two states—Delaware and Mas- 
sachusetts. 

Credit financing of highways 
was considered in at least 10 
states. It would provide or con- 
tinue accelerated highway con- 
struction programs and, in some 
cases, increase available federal- 
aid matching money. States ap- 
proving such legislation are:

gon, Tennessee, Texas, Vermont, 
and Washington. Legislation still 
is pending in Alabama and New 
Hampshire. 

Toll road enabling legislation 
was repealed in Iowa and Wash- 
ington. A proposal to repeal the 
existing authority is pending in 
Alabama. A toll road extension 
has been authorized in Kansas. 

Changes in highway adminis- 
tration powers and procedures 
were considered in 30 states. Pro- 
posals were enacted in 16 states 
making administrative changes, 
and still are pending in two 
states. North Carolina, Utah, and 
West Virginia enacted legislation 
reorganizing their state highway 
departments. 

Modernization of highway right- 
of-way acquisition laws and pro- 
cedures was considered in at least 
27 states and enacted in 15. 
Among proposals to accomplish 
this objective are bills to author- 
ize highway authorities to acquire 
land for future use, establish re- 
volving funds to finance such ac- 
quisitions, acquire fee-simple title 
to property for highway use, im- 
prove the condemnation proce- 
dures, and authorize the acquisi- 
tion of more land than actually is 






needed for the highway right-of- 
way proper. 


Highway Funds Protection 


Major diversion proposals were 
put forth this year in California 
(rapid transit financing—died), 
Illinois (rapid transit and mental 
hospital financing—died), Mary- 
land (budget balancing—died), 
New Jersey (veterans’ bonus fi- 
nancing), and Oklahoma, (relief 
commodities distribution — en- 
acted). Other diversions or quasi- 
diversions were proposed and died 
in Idaho, Iowa, North Dakota, 
Tennessee, and Texas. New Mex- 
ico enacted a diversion law. 

Legislation that would shift the 
cost of utility relocation to the 
highway users was considered in 
389 states. It was defeated in 21, 
enacted in 16, and is pending in 
two states. The extent of reim- 
bursement requested in the new 
laws varies from payment of the 
relocation costs on all the federal- 
aid systems in three states to pay- 
ment only on the Interstate Sys- 
tem in 10 states. 

Constitutional amendments to

AINING new traffic is a prob-

Among the methods being used 
to provide a rapid and competitive 
freight service, with door-to-door 
deliveries in many cases, have 
been the pallet system and piggy- 
back service. 

In 1954, some 3,500,000 tons of 
small parcels traffic was carried 
by the French Railways. Of this, 
it was considered that 30 to 40 
per cent could be palletised. Be- 
fore this could be achieved on an 
extensive scale, however, it was 
necessary to install the requisite 
equipment at a large number of 
depots. Development along these 
lines had to be limited to those 
centres where the traffic justified 
the expense involved. At present, 
5500 of the 6600 stations of any

importance accept palletised 
freight traffic. They are equipped 
either with a “transpalette” or a 
fork lift truck. 

Palletised shipments are ac- 
cepted only by and for those sta- 
tions so equipped. By way of trial, 
however, pallet-box shipments are 
being accepted which are des- 
tined for all stations in certain 
test regions. 

At the stations which are not 
supplied with pallet-handling 
equipment, the off-loading of the 
pallet-boxes is effected by means 
of a transpalette “baladeur” which 
travels with the train. 


Used on Train, Dock 


Weighing only 85 kg., the trans- 
palette is a light-weight hand- 
operated low-lift truck. It can be 
used either on the flat deck of the 
road or rail vehicle and on the 
floor of the platform or ware- 





house. It is capable of supporting 
a weight of one ton and is fur- 
nished with four iron rings for 
lifting by crane. The guiding 
handle comes automatically into a 
vertical position when not in use. 

Operating in conjunction with 
this transpalette is a swan’s neck, 
light-weight crane, capable of 
lifting 1000 kg. Fitted onto a cor- 
ner of the railway freight car 
deck, it can revolve through 360 
deg. Fitted with a crossbar from 
which can be slung the combined 
pallet and transpalette, the crane 
uses lines and pulleys. It is oper- 
ated by a hand-operated winch 
installed under the car deck at 
the centre. A jack placed under 
the crane helps to support the 
load of the pallet as it is lowered 
to the ground.

Reporting Traffie Functions 





to Top Management 


Regular reports of traffic department activities should be directed to 


the proper management level, should be properly executed, should have 


a worthwhile purpose, and should observe certain basic considerations 


HERE is little doubt that 

reporting to management is 

one of the more important 
phases of the traffic function. 
There is little doubt, also, that it 
is an often neglected phase. 

The need is apparent. The type 
of report, frequency of issue, style 
and content, etc., must be dictated 
by the operation. To be effective, 
however, all such reports should: 

1. Be directed to the proper 
management level; 

2. Be properly executed. 

If management understands the 
importance of traffic management 
in its relation to other aspects of 
the business, the traffic head will 
be asked to report to the proper 
management level. Management 
also must be aware of the need 
for a changing transportation sys- 
tem to meet changing transport 
conditions. 

The kind of reporting done must 
be determined, in part, by the 


traffic man’s place in the manage- 
ment structure. 

I recently completed a survey 
of traffic functions in 27 large 
companies. Most of the traffic men 
involved reported their jobs at the 
staff executive level. It should be 
re-emphasized, however, that only 
extremely large firms were sur- 
veyed. We know that the same 
condition does not exist in smaller 
firms. 

A surprising number of the 
traffic men surveyed said that they 
report directly to the company 
president or chief executive offi- 
cer. Most of the remainder report 
to management’s second echelon 
—usually a vice president-opera- 
tions, or a super office manager. 
In these cases the same manage- 
ment person usually receives re- 
ports of purchasing, accounting, 
budgeting, industrial relations, 
and perhaps quality control. 

Where traffic is subordinate to

one of the latter functions, the 
traffic man generally makes his 
report to purchasing. 


Staff and Line 


In smaller companies there is 
little distinction between staff and 
line functions in traffic manage- 
ment. The box on the opposite 
page makes this breakdown. 

Traffic department reports to 
a chief or staff level executive 
should be related to staff func- 
tions rather than line functions. 
Where there are branch traffic 
managers in subsidiary plants, or 
where the traffic manager reports 
directly to a line executive—typi- 
cally, a production manager—the 
report should cover line activities 
principally. (The survey indicated 
that most branch traffic managers 
report to a plant official rather 
than to company headquarters.) 

It would be difficult for a “line” 
traffic man to report in “staff” 
terms. Also, “line” reports will 
have little impact on the staff 
executive who is accustomed to 
writing and receiving “staff” re- 
ports. 

Of course this does not solve 
the problem in smaller companies, 
where line and staff functions are 
not segregated. In such a case the 
traffic man must consider himself 
a dual personality, “wearing a 
different hat” at different times 
of the day or the month as the 
situation demands.

In the smaller, as in the larger, 
single traffic departments, the 
organization should separate line 
and staff functions. Line employes 
should route shipments, check 
freight bills, and perform similar 
day-to-day tasks. The staff—be it 
called analytical, research, meth- 
ods analysis, methods research, 
planning, or development—would 
lay the basis for staff reports by 
the chief traffic executive. 


Function and Job 


Whatever the organization pat- 
tern, the traffic head is entitled to 
a clear understanding of the traf- 
fic function in relation to other 
company departments. He also 
needs a clear description of his 
particular job. 

In one of the surveyed com- 
panies, functions of the general 
traffic department were summa- 
rized as follows: 

1. Advice and assistance to cor- 
porate management. 

2. Staff services. 

a. Advice and counsel to line— 
when and how. 

b. Assistance to line—when and 
how. 

3. Assigned responsibilities. 

a. Procedures. 

b. Rate proposals. 

c. Special transportation ser- 
vices—transit, stop-off, etc. 

d. Traffic service to general 
headquarters.

Not all of these reports may be 


favorable. Some may even lack 
essential facts. They do, however, 
serve as an “outside look” or a 
“check and balance.” 

Even if the traffic department 
keeps its own detailed accounting 
ledger, the total figures should be 
reflected in the company’s general 
books. Any reports submitted 
should be integrated with, and 
should not duplicate, similar work 
done by other departments. 

For comparison with reports by 
outsiders, direct traffic reports al- 
ways should be clear and factual. 
They also should be presented in 
proper proportion.

HERE’S no place like home for the Denver- 
Chicago Trucking Co.; Inc.—especially since 
home is a new $1,500,000 headquarters and ter- 
minal in Denver. 
The new structures consolidate all of the facilities 
which were spread over a series of downtown Denver 
locations in a single center. 


New Facilities 

Featured in the new facilities are: A three-story, 
air-conditioned office building; a modern 33,000 sq ft 
terminal; a 52,000 sq ft maintenance shop; and a 
15-acre site near major transcontinental highways. 

Modern architectural design has contributed gener- 
ously to improved operations. All of the buildings are 
of reinforced concrete, glass, steel and brick con- 
struction. 

They have roofs made with pre-stressed concrete 
slabs 3% in. thick. Erected in a pleated design, the 
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roofs are supported primarily by the outer walls with- 
out interior pillars and partitions. Maximum flexi- 
bility of layout and good lighting thus have been 
achieved. 

The terminal can accommodate 71 trucks at roofed- 
over, all-weather docks. A 672-ft. in-floor drag line 
speeds sorting and loading of shipments to provide 
fast coast-to-coast service. 

Radiant heat is used throughout the building. The 
thousands of feet of piping through the concrete 
floor are fed with hot water from a gas-fired boiler. 
Oil-fired burners also are maintained for emergency 
service. 

Service System 
The new shop is maintenance headquarters for the 


company’s 1800-vehicle fleet. In addition to its own 
fleet, Denver-Chicago services the tractors and tank

Routine servicing is carried out on a flow-through 
system while separate departments carry out re- 
building and overhauling of tractors and trailers. 

In the center of the building is the parts depart- 
ment. Above this is a mezzanine which houses wash- 
rooms, locker space, and the large shop offices. It also 
includes a consultation room and a library of parts 
manuals, catalogs and other literature. 

This mezzanine, over 3000 sq ft in area, is glass 
enclosed on all sides to give a clear view of most of 
the shop. 

From the air-conditioned, attractively - decorated 
headquarters building, company executives operate a 
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coast-to-coast service involving 7600 miles of highway 
and 14 other major terminals. 

In selecting its new L-shaped site at 45th Ave. and 
Jackson St., Denver-Chicago picked a location within 
an important industrial area that is close to arterial 
highways. Via these, good access is provided to the 
downtown business district. 

In addition to the natural advantages of the im- 
proved location, the new terminal is expected to reap 
“plus” benefits through consolidation of all phases 
of the operation. Communication between widely 
separated departments was a problem under the old 
system. By regrouping all departments under a sin- 
gle roof, this problem has been eliminated.® 
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OTOR common carrier mer- 

gers are, for the moment 

at least, one of the trans- 
portation industry’s “hottest” is- 
sues. The merger trend seems to 
have generated a heated feud over 
the handling of merger applica- 
tions by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

The controversy centers on a 
Senate Small Business Committee 
report on the ICC merger policy. 
The report, which has been pub- 
lished but as yet has not been 
approved by the Committee, at- 
tacks ICC decisions in recent mer- 
ger applications. 

It accuses the Commission of 
showing favoritism in merger 
cases. Large trucking companies, 
according to the report, get pref- 
erential treatment—to the detri- 
ment of small companies. 

At one point the report says, 
“The Commission, according to 
some witnesses, seemed to condone 
mergers and acquisitions by the 
big, while stifling growth and ex- 
pansion by the small.” 


ICC Rebuttal 


The ICC has been quick to deny 
these charges. Testifying before 
the Committee this summer, ICC 
Chairman Owen Clarke said that 
the report “contains contradictory 
terms and reaches mistaken con- 
clusions.” At the August MCA 
meeting, Commissioner Mitchell 
(see box on opposite page) said, 
“Hundreds of wild statements 
were put into the report to create 
the impression that regulation 
isn’t needed, and that the public 
interest isn’t being served.” 

The report and debate aside, 
mergers do have an important 
impact on our transportation net- 
work. They affect the carriers in- 
volved, competing carriers, and 
the shippers.

the Whys 
and the Hows 


While the ICC and the Senate Small Business 


Committee feud over the handling of carrier 


mergers, the merger trend continues—here 


is a cause and effect look at the situation

Many proposed motor carrier 
consolidations technically are mer- 
gers. In a merger one company 
absorbs the assets of another with- 
out the formation of a new cor- 
poration. As used in corporate 
finance and law, consolidation is 
a combination in which two or 
more corporations unite to form 
an entirely new corporate entity. 
The new corporation holds the 
assets and properties of the con- 
stituents. Since most motor car- 
rier mergers popularly are re- 
ferred to as consolidations, that 
term is used herein. 


Types of Consolidations 


Based on geographical aspects, 
there are several types of motor 
carrier consolidations. These are: 
The acquisition of overlapping 
routes; end-to-end; tentacular; 
area. All consolidations fall in one 
or more of these classes. 

Overlapping consolidations of- 
ten embrace parallel routes with 
service to some common points. 


Overlapping may be confined to 
larger points. 

A common type of consolidation 
is end-to-end. Typical end-to-end 
consolidation involves uniting of 
connecting carriers. These consoli- 
dations often involve carriers 
which have been interlining 
freight. Previous interlining is not 
necessary, however. 

Tentacular consolidations some- 
times are referred to as the right- 
angle type. In this the acquired 
lines extend outward like tentacles 
from the main route. 

A motor carrier may be acquired 
which has a large number of 
regular routes and points concen- 
trated in a relatively small area 
of two or three states. This is an 
area consolidation. 


Reasons for Consolidations 


There are a number of motivat- 
ing factors in motor carriers’ 
combining. Expansion through the 
acquisition of operating rights of 
other carriers, for example, may 
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ICC Commissioner Mitchell address- 


ing Movers Conference on mergers 


ICC Commissioner Richard F. Mitchell in August leveled a 
blistering attack on the Senate Small Business Committee report 
on trucking industry mergers. Commissioner Mitchell spoke on the 
subject at the Annual Assembly of the Movers Conference. 

The commissioner labeled the SSBC report “ridiculous, entirely 
unfair, and without foundation.” Stating that his views were his 
own and not those of the Commission, he concluded with these 


remarks: 


"No merger should be permitted solely for the purpose of 
eliminating a competitor; but, as this nation grows, the demand 
for transportation increases, and so that the trucking industry 
may render better service, mergers to a limited degree should 


be approved... 


"Where the record clearly shows the merger is in the interest of 
better transportation for the communities to be served, that it does 
not eliminate competition, and the price paid is a fair and reason- 
able one, then consideration should be given to the merger.” 


be less difficult than securing a 
new grant of authority from the 
ICC. 

Pacific Intermountain Express 
advanced another reason when it 
attempted to purchase the Keeshin 
system in 1950. PIE emphasized 
the possible savings. It was 
pointed out that added costs of 
multiple freight handling and 
documentation would be elimin- 
ated or reduced _ substantially. 
Closely related to this is the re- 
duction in the division of revenues 
through the elimination of inter- 
lining and interchange. 

Another reason may be to ac- 
quire a new route or area with ad- 
ditional traffic. The additional 
route may enhance the competitive 
position of the acquiring carrier 
if the carrier can emphasize to 
shippers the benefits of a single- 
line service. Further, competition 
with other modes of transporta- 
tion and other motor carriers can 
be altered favorably. 

In addition to competitive rea- 
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sons, some motor carriers have 
consolidated to diversify. Consoli- 
dated Freightways, Inc., in 1955 
and 1956, in seeking Commission 
approval to purchase certain 
motor carriers operating in the 
East, stated that this would tend 
to offset economic reversal in the 
West or vice versa. 

Often carriers will seek to diver- 
sify through purchase of a carrier 
with specific commodity authority, 
such as a petroleum or chemical 
transporter. Others will purchase 
a carrier authorized to haul dif- 
ferent commodities from those 
which the purchasing carrier 
transports. This is done so that a 
carrier will not have “all of his 
eggs in one basket.” 

The acquisition of another car- 
rier may increase the average 
length of haul. This often results 
in operating economies. Conver- 
sely, a carrier may have a long 
average haul and want to add in- 
termediate points to increase ton- 
nage through principal terminals. 








The fact that future investment 
capital may be secured on more 
favorable terms by the purchasing 
carrier sometimes is a motivating 
factor. This may occur when the 
acquisition improves the financial 
well being and potential of the 
carrier. 

The purchasing status of a car- 
rier also may be favorably 
changed. The combined fleet and 
equipment requirements may im- 
prove the bargaining position with 
suppliers. The possibility, also of 
greater standardization of equip- 
ment, thus minimizing the invest- 
ment in spare parts inventory and 
facilitating maintenance, is a fac- 
tor often considered. In addition, 
internal operating improvements 
through better scheduling and 
greater utilization of equipment 
may result. 

Many motor carriers are first- 
generation companies, with the 
founders still active. Some of 
these individuals are reaching the 
age of retirement. Through the 
capital gains tax they find it ad- 
vantageous to sell their property. 
The sale also may solve an estate- 
tax problem. Such taxes have to 
be paid within a specified time 
after death, and forced sales often 
are sacrifice sales. 

There are a number of motor 
carriers whose stock is publicly 
held and therefore quickly market- 
able. A small carrier can exchange 
its stock for that of such a car- 
rier, effecting a tax free exchange. 
They thus acquire stock which is 
quoted publicly. The death of a 
founder also may be a motivating 
factor, if the heirs do not wish to 
continue the operation. 

The desire of motor carrier 
management to become larger and 
to obtain the status of a “giant of 
industry” becomes the driving 
force for some companies. 


The How of Consolidation 


The consolidation of regulated 
motor carriers can be effected 
only under specified conditions. 
Part II of the Interstate Com- 
merce Act provides, among other 
things, for consolidation of motor 
carriers involving not more than 
20 vehicles without special appli- 
cation to the Commission. This 
is accomplished under Section

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about 14,400 lb. Diameter of the 
tank is 7 ft 8 in. 

Lever sees these economies: Less 
labor cost at Toronto through less 
handling, filling, washing and re- 
conditioning of drums. At New- 
foundland, physical handling re- 
quired for drums will be sharply 
trimmed; the new containers will 
cost less in the long run than the 
large quantity of drums required. 


Problems Solved 


Problems in bringing oils to the 
Newfoundland plant were: lack of 
a railway siding; the Newfound- 
land Railway operates on a differ- 
ent gage track than the mainland 
lines; and there was no car ferry 
service from Nova Scotia to New- 
foundland. 

In sizing up their needs, Lever 
Brothers saw a container which 
could be delivered by a Load Lug- 
ger in St. John’s. It needed steam 
coils for melting the oil. It had to 
be adaptable to firm securing on a 
flat car without involving heavy 
outlay for special fastening equip- 
ment. 

The basic idea was generated by 
Traffic Department and, 
working with the Canadian Na- 
tional Railway’s Mechanical Divi- 
sion and two metal fabricating 
firms, Lever’s Engineering Depart- 
ment designed the container. Lever 
owns them. About 30 will be needed 
if a full 50-week shipping schedule 
is evolved. For such a program, the

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HE RAPID growth of trailer-on-flat-car service 

has, in a little over two years, ended the need 

for the DA Piggy-Back Routing Guide, a direc- 
tory of points receiving this type of service. 

DISTRIBUTION AGE, in September, 1955, pioneered 
in bringing its readers this directory. At that time 
it included 37 railroads covering 157 major and 
several minor points. The response to this first 
Guide was overwhelming. 

To keep up with expansion of Piggy-Back Service, 
DA revised the Guide in April, 1956, listing at that 
time more than 1200 points in the United States and 
Canada. In January of this year, the Guide was 
revised. Service then reached about 2000 points via 
50 carriers. 

Most Points Served 

A survey was made recently in preparation for 
another revision. Information obtained from this 
survey indicates that most of the rail lines are pro- 
viding Piggy-Back Service to the majority of points 
in the U. S. 

The extent of this service is widely publicized by 
the railroads. Routing information on interterri- 
torial traffic now is contained in the various agency 
tariffs. 

In view of this, the Guide could no longer serve 
its original purpose. While DISTRIBUTION AGE is 
proud of its achievement in initiating the Guide, 
there is no practical reason to continue it. 

However, among the lines offering TOFC service, 
there are variations which the shipper needs to 
know. These services, in chart form, are listed on 
the left side of this page. 

A “yes” marking (Y) in the first column indicates 
that when a shipper’s trailer is used an allowance 
is made for the time that it is in the railroad’s 
possession. 

Some lines, in addition to carrying their own trail- 
ers, carry the trailers of motor common Carriers. 
These are shown in the second column. 

The refrigerated service listed is dry ice. In addi- 
tion to this, some lines provide electrical connec-

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Mud Guard Requirements 


Mud guard provisions are included 
in the motor vehicle requirements of 
25 states. States and their require- 
ments are charted below. 

In general, the basic requirement 
is that rear wheels must be protected 
at the top and rear by the vehicle's 
body or by metal protectors, flexible 


flaps, or some other protective 
means which will minimize spray or 
splash to the rear, and which are at 
least as wide as the tires they pro- 
tect. 

These general requirements are re- 
ferred to in the chart as "Basic." 
Additional requirements are listed in 


the footnotes. It should be noted 
that there are some minor variations 
even in the basic requirements from 
state to state. 

Under the heading "Vehicles Af- 
fected," the word "All includes 
trucks, tractors, trailers, semi-trailers, 
pole trailers and buses.

highway purposes died in seven 
state legislatures this year. Such 
an amendment is pending in New 
Jersey. 


Motor Fuel Taxes 


Six states enacted gasoline tax 
increases this year. Fifteen states 
had been asked to consider such 
increases. 

The rate in Indiana was in- 
creased from 4¢ to 6¢ per gallon 
on March 15. South Dakota’s in- 
crease, from 5¢ to 6¢, became ef- 
fective July 1. Utah increased its 
tax from 5¢ to 6¢ May 13. Ver- 
mont increased its rate from 54e¢ 
to 64%¢ July 15. The revenue from 
these increases is to be distrib- 
uted in the same manner as under 
their previous tax rates, but in 
each case the increased revenue 
apparently is scheduled for fed- 
eral-aid matching. 

Beginning June 1, Oklahoma’s 
tax rates on gasoline and special 
fuels were increased from 6.58¢ 
to 7.58¢ to pay for roads and 
bridges damaged by floods. The 
rate in Nebraska will be increased 
from 6¢ to 7é¢ effective Sept. 17, 
and revenue from the increase is 
to be allocated 77 per cent to state 
and 23 per cent to counties. A l¢ 
increase is pending in New Hamp- 
shire. 

Special fuel tax rates were in- 
creased also in those states (ex- 
cept Vermont, which has no such 
tax) and rates are the same as 
the gasoline tax rate. Wyoming 
increased its tax rate on special 
fuel from 4¢ to 7¢ on April 1. 


Montana and Pennsylvania have 
enacted tax reductions. On Jan. 
16, 1958 Montana’s tax will reduce 
from 7¢ to 6¢, and on June 1, 1957, 
Pennsylvania’s tax was reduced 
from 6¢ to 5é¢. 

Maryland and _ Connecticut 
(buses only) enacted interstate 
fuel-use tax laws, and the Ten- 
nessee tax was amended to apply 
to three-axle vehicles or those ex- 
ceeding 24,000 Ib. 


Registration Fees 


Mileage tax bills (including 
“weight-distance” taxes) were in- 
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troduced in 10 state legislatures. 
These states are: California, Con- 
necticut, Illinois, Iowa, Maine, 
Massachusetts, Minnesota, Mon- 
tana, New Mexico, and North Da- 
kota. 

North Dakota effective July 1, 
imposed a tax ranging from 142¢ 
to 3¢ per vehicle-mile on vehicles 
having three or more axles. A 
companion law makes this apply 
primarily to vehicles over 24,000 
lb that are not carrying North 
Dakota plates. A new schedule of 
mileage tax rates was enacted in 
Idaho for vehicles over 6,000 Ib 
gross weight that are propelled 
by fuel other than gasoline, in 
lieu of fuel taxes. 

California amended its 3 per 
cent transportation receipts tax to 
reduce the rate to 1.5 per cent af- 
ter Dec. 31. Kansas increased reg- 
istration fees slightly for smaller 
trucks. Maine increased its truck 
fees about seven per cent. Regis- 
tration fees for trucks exceeding 
27,000 lb gross weight were in- 
creased about 20 per cent in Min- 
nesota. A previously adopted gen- 
eral registration fee increase in 
Maryland was repealed, while an

increase for for-hire vehicles was | 


postponed until 1958. 

Bills in Ohio sought repeal of 
the axle-mile tax and substitution 
of an additional 1¢ fuel tax or a 
straight mileage tax. Correspond- 
ing with increased gross weight 
limits in Oklahoma, a registration 
fee of $470 was fixed for trucks 
between 46,001 and 50,000 lb, and 
a fee of $495 for those between 
50,001 and 66,000 Ib. 

Texas increased registration 





fees for all vehicles by about 10 | 


per cent. Vermont increased truck 
fees approximately 10 per cent. 
Washington increased its basic 
registration fee for all vehicles 
from $5 to $6.50. Wyoming amend- 
ed the Carrier Compensatory Tax 
to provide a new schedule of fees 
and mileage tax rates and a tax 
on diesel fuel users of 7¢, instead 
of 4¢ per gallon. 

Uniform Vehicle Code 

Proposals increasing conform- 

ity of state laws to provisions of 
the Uniform Vehicle Code ranged 
this year from those embracing 
the entire Code to those adopting 
parts of sections

Tail lamp and stop lamp laws, 
requiring two each on new vehi- 
cles were enacted in California 
and Colorado. Wisconsin requires 
vehicle originally equipped with 
two, to have both in working 
order. 

Turn signal requirements were 
made into law in Arkansas, Colo- 
rado (effective Jan. 1. 1958), Kan- 
sas (on new vehicles after Dec. 1, 
1959), and Montana. 

California enacted the Code re- 
quirement for turn signal devices 
when the distance from the steer- 
ing post to the left side of the 
vehicle or load exceeds 24 in. 


Other Equipment 


In addition to lighting require- 
ments the following items of 
equipment were the subjects of 
new laws: 

Exhausts—California measures 
authorize the Air Pollution Con- 
trol Board to set and enforce 
specifications for equipment used 
on motor vehicles to control the 
issuance of air contaminants. An- 
other California law prohibits di- 
recting exhaust gases to the side 
of a vehicle between 2 and 11 ft 
from the ground. | 

Brakes—Montana and lowa per- 
mit three-axle vehicles to have 
one brakeless axle (Iowa specifies 
front axle of truck or truck trac- 
tor.) 


Brake fluid—The Code provi- 
sion for minimum standards was 
enacted in Arkansas, Oklahoma, 
Pennsylvania, and Texas. 


Mudflaps—lIllinois and Wiscon- 
sin amended specifications, 


are subject to requirements. 
Safety glass—Colorado enacted 
the Uniform Code provision. Ten- 
nessee provided that “tempered 
glass” will satisfy safety glass 
requirements only in rear win- 
dows. The requirement for ap- 
proval of safety glass was re- 
pealed in Wisconsin.

chains—New laws in Illinois and 
Wisconsin require safety chains 
in addition to hitches in towing 
utility trailers. The Illinois law 
also sets requirements for trailer 
hitches. 

Rear-view mirrors — Uniform 
Code requirement for rear-view 
mirror on every motor vehicle was 
enacted in California and Wis- 
consin. 

Safety belts—A new Pennsyl- 
vania law requires safety belts to 
be of an approved type. 


Size and Weight 


New laws increasing the length 
limit for vehicle combinations to 
50 ft were enacted in Iowa, Maine, 
Minnesota, Missouri, New Jersey, 
North Carolina, and West Vir- 
ginia. 

An increase in truck and trailer 
combination length limits from 
50 to 60 ft was enacted in South 
Dakota. 

A new Oregon law permits trac- 
tor semi-trailer combinations a 
length of 60 ft on enumerated 
highways (major interstate 
routes) and permits. three-unit 
combinations with a length of up 
to 60 ft on State Highway Routes 
Numbers 8&6 and 242. 

Gross weight limits have been 
increased in Maine, Minnesota, 
Missouri, Oklahoma, and South 
Dakota. New higher maximum 
gross weight limits are: Maine, 
60,000 lb; Minnesota, 72,500 lb 
(with not more than 60,000 lb on 
any four consecutive axles of a 
5-axle combination); Missouri, 
64,650 lb; Oklahoma, 66,000 Ib; 
South Dakota, 73,280 lb. 

Illinois increased the weight 
limit for three-axle trucks with 
“spread tandems” (over 72 in. 
apart) to 45,000 Ib. 

A bill awaiting the Governor’s 
approval in Wisconsin, would in- 
crease the gross weight limit on 
Class A highways to 73,000 Ib. 

Height limits have been in- 
creased to 13% ft in Colorado 
(designated highways), Nebraska, 
North Dakota, and Ohio. (For 
complete State Size and Weight 
Limits, see Page 66 in this issue.) 
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Periodic Inspection 


Periodic motor vehicle inspec- 
tion measures conforming gener- 
ally to the provisions of the Uni- 
form Vehicle Code were _ intro- 
duced in 17 states this year. These 
proposals, however, were not 
acted upon. 

Financial Responsibilities 

Vehicle liability insurance leg- 
islation was proposed in most 
states. 

Twenty-seven legislatures were 
asked to enact a system of com- 
pulsory liability insurance similar 
to those now in effect in Massa- 
chusetts and New York. The most 
common proposal would require 
proof of financial responsibility 
as a requirement for obtaining 
vehicle license plates. Such a 
proposal has been enacted into 
law in North Carolina for the pe- 
riod Jan. 1, 1958, until May 15, 
1961. 

Unsatisfied judgment fund laws 
were proposed in 13 states, and 
such a law was enacted in Mary- 
land. 

Amendments to existing finan- 
cial responsibility laws were in- 
troduced in several states. Four- 
teen states were asked to increase 
the amounts of insurance cover- 
age necessary to satisfy require- 
ments of the financial responsi- 
bility laws. These amounts were 
increased in Georgia ($5/10/1,000 
to $10/20/1,000) and in Cali- 
fornia, Indiana, lowa, and Penn- 
sylvania ($5/10/1,000 to $10/20 
5,000). 

Kansas and South Dakota en- 
acted new financial responsibility 
laws based on the Uniform Code 
provisions. These require the fur- 
nishing of security following an 
accident and proof of financial re- 
sponsibility for future operations 
of motor vehicles. ®

for their use in storage, economy 
of packaging, handling, etc., pos- 
sess their own supply of pallets. 
These may be either flat pallets 
or open or closed pallet-boxes. 


Such pallet shipments are 
charged under usual conditions 
according to the scale applicable 
to the merchandise of which they 
are composed. This is based on the 
total weight of the consignment 
from which is deducted a “tare 
forfaitaire” not exceeding 25 kg. 
for flat pallets and 60 kg. for open 
or closed box-pallets. On their 
return-empty journey the pallets 
are charged at reduced rates. 

In order to benefit from this 
tariff the pallets must conform to 
agreed specifications. For use in 
the shipment of small parcels, 
pallets must measure either 80 x 
120 cm. or 100 x 120 cm. and con- 
form to other constructional re- 
quirements. However, for the ship- 
ment of complete wagon loads, of

which the loading and off-loading 
is undertaken by the shipper and 
consignee, respectively, dimen- 
sions other than these may be 
used, and forms of pallets, adapted 
to particular requirements are 
admitted. 

S.N.C.F. loans pallet-boxes on 
request and against a loan charge. 
Shipment charges are the same 
as those for shippers owning their 
own pallets, but there is, of 
course, no return-empty charge. 


Pallet Pool 


In order to stimulate, even fur- 
ther, the use of pallets and pallet- 
boxes in France the _ S.N.C.F. 
adopted a new pallet pool system. 
Under the scheme the user, basic- 
ally, equips himself with the num- 
ber of pallets or pallet-boxes nor- 
mally required by him. 

On despatch of a palletised con- 
signment he uses a pallet or pal- 
let-box taken from his own stock. 





When the S.N.C.F. receives this 
shipment at the station of des- 
patch it at once delivers to the 
shipper an identical empty pallet 
or pallet-box to recompense him 
for that now in course of transit 
on the railway. 

When this same pallet load is 
delivered to the consignee the lat- 
ter immediately reimburses the 
S.N.C.F. at the station of arrival 
with a similar empty pallet from 
his own stock. 

In this way, both shipper and 
consignee can always maintain 
their stocks of pallets and pallet- 
boxes at a constant level. Other 
appreciable advantages of the sys- 
tem include the elimination of 
the return empty pallet and the 
expense normally associated with 
this. The shipper does not experi- 
ence any break between the proc- 
ess of internal handling and ex- 
ternal transport. He can prepare 
his shipments in advance and in a 
rational way suited to his own 
system. On receipt, the consignee 
can off-load the pallet at his own 
convenience. 

The pool system implies com-

plete interchangeability between 
the pallets owned by the S.N.C.F. 
and those owned by its clients, 
and, consequently, the use of such 
pallets as are strictly identifiable 
with those of the S.N.C.F. and 
provided by manufacturers agreed 
between them. These fall into 
three categories: the pallet, the 
open pallet-box; and the closed 
pallet-box. 

At present, this formula is not 
applicable to the transport of 
small parcels. Its extension to 
complete wagonloads is granted 
exceptionally and under certain 
conditions. In such cases, only the 
simple pallet may be used. It is 
felt, however, that this pool sys- 
tem will undoubtedly be recog- 
nized as an important develop- 
ment in palletised load shipments, 
especially when circumstances and 
stocks of equipment allow it gen- 
erally to be extended to cover all 
complete freight carloads. 


Piggy-Back Methods 


Another method by means of 
which rapid door-to-door ship- 
ment is being made possible in 
France is the piggy-back system. 
Special 24-ft. road trailers, which 
can be hauled by standard trac- 
tors, are used. They are fitted with 
auxiliary flanged dolly wheels 
that run on rails along the edges 
of the flat-cars. When loaded on 
the flat-cars they are held by spe- 
cial shock absorbing clamps at 
each dolly wheel. 

Piggy-backing has become a 
sizeable industry in France and 
the specially designed cars and 
terminals have been constructed 
by the Compagnie Francaise de 
Material de Chemin de Fer, one 
of Europe’s largest car builders.®

Section 22 Amendment 
Signed by President 


President Eisenhower on Aug. 
31 signed into law Senate Bill 939, 
which amends Section 22 of the 
Interstate Commerce Act. The new 
law requires that Section 22 rate 
quotations be submitted to the ICC 
and be open to public inspection. It 
also provides that Section 5a 
should apply to agreements relating 
to or procedures for the joint con- 
sideration, initiation, or establish- 
ment of rates, fares, or charges, 
and rules or regulations pertaining 
thereto. The House Amendment, 
which would have excluded house- 
hold goods carriers from the provi- 
sions of Section 22, was not in- 
cluded in the new law.

212(b), which deals with trans- 
actions between small motor car- 
riers operating less than a total 
of 20 vehicles or between a carrier 


and a noncarrier in which the 
transaction involves’ operating 
rights. 


For transfers of operating 
rights under this section, the Com- 
mission has adopted certain rules 
and regulations. These do not re- 
quire a hearing, and the applica- 
tions are handled informally. 

Applications of this type are 
handled by a three-member Motor 
Carrier Board composed of ICC 
staff members. Division 1 of the 
Commission serves as an appellate 
division on Motor Carrier Board 
appeals. The majority of transfers 
since the passage of the act has 
been under Section 212(b). From 
1935 through June 30, 1955, there 
were 30,048 approved and 3,689 
denied. 

Section 5(2) of Part I of the Act 
applies to all consolidations, ac- 
quisitions, and mergers when a 
total of more than 20 vehicles is 
involved, and when there is a 
transfer of operating rights. 

A proposed transfer of operat- 
ing rights under Section 5 is 
required to be consistent with the 
public interest. Some of the broad 
considerations that the Commis- 
sion examines to determine con- 
sistency with public interest are: 

1. Adequacy of transportation 
service, 

2. Economy and efficiency of 
operation, and 

3. Best utilization of transpor- 
tation facilities. 

Frequently the degree of com- 
petition is involved. However, this 
factor is by no means controlling. 
It is only one element in the de- 
termination of with 
the public interest. 

Some 4,510 consolidation appli- 
cations under Section 5 (includ- 
ing those former Section 
213) were approved from 1935 
through 1955. During this period, 
77 per cent of the consolidations 
and mergers under Section 5 were 
approved. About 89 per cent were 
approved under Section 212(b).

proval of new authority. 

We can expect that consolida- 
tions of motor carriers will con- 
tinue. Consolidation is advanta- 
geous not only to motor carriers, 
but also to shippers through im- 
proved service. More frequent 
schedules and direct single-line 
service may result from consoli- 
dation. More prompt settlement of 
claims and improvement in trac- 
ing shipments are other factors 
of improved service which often 
result. ®

Facts to consider: 
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Reporting Traffic Function... 


The report must have some pur- 
pose. The purpose or purposes 
should be defined clearly before 
any report is attempted. Specific 
purposes follow: 

1. To reflect current financial 
facts. 

To compare various channels 
of proposed action. 

3. To sell a new idea. 

4. To analyze a management 
problem. 

To estimate a future financial! 
position, or budget. 

To evaluate competence of 
personnel. 

7. To forecast a future techni- 
cal or economic position, such 
as new piggy-back service, or 
changes in rate levels. 


Basic Considerations 


In making a _ report, certain 
basic considerations must be sat- 
isfied. Without these, there is no 
point in making the report in the 
first place. Some of these consid- 
erations are listed below:

1. There must be a fact or series 
of facts, or an idea or series of 
ideas worth reporting. Without 
worthwhile facts or ideas, the re- 
port is meaningless. 

The form, method, and tim- 
ing of the report must be suited to 
the recipient’s thinking and per- 
sonality. This assures that the 
recipient will understand and ap- 
preciate the report. The reporter 
must know his audience as well as 
his subject. He must speak or 
write in a language familiar to the 
recipient. This principle often is 
overlooked by traffic people. 

3. The report must contain some 
yardstick, or point of comparison 
or contrast. This device permits 
management to properly evaluate 
the report. Too often the writer 
knows his points of comparison, 
but forgets that the reader may 
not have the same basic point of 
reference

CNR feels it will have to fit up 10 
cars on the mainland; the New- 
foundland railway will need about 
six cars. 

Standard flat cars are fitted up 
with special female castings to hold 
the four steel casters at the base 
of each cradle-pallet. These rein- 
force the chain tie-downs affixed 
permanently to the side of the 
tanks and relieve the strain in 
movement. The chains also are 
used for crane handling of the con- 
tainers. 

The CNR charge for shipping 
the container is based on weight 
of the contents. The rate for the 
long haul is expected to be $1.20 
per cwt, applicable also for return 
of the empties. 

There is a possibility of return 
shipments of whale oil. Lever also 
is hoping for some form of an 
agreed charge. 


Shipment Progress 


Here is how the shipment pro- 
-resses on an experimental basis: 

At the Toronto plant, the con- 
tainers are filled with vegetable oil.

At either Port aux Basques or 
Argentia, Newfoundland, railway 
cranes transfer the containers to 
Newfoundland railway’s flat cars. 

At St. John’s, a truck equipped 
with hydraulic lift picks up the

the Commission for any action by 
the driver when operating under 
the authority of the carrier. No 
contract or arrangement between 
the carrier and the owner of the 
equipment or other carrier can re- 
lieve him of that responsibility,” 
he said. 

Taking part in a Shipper Rela- 
tions Panel, Kenneth A. Nelson, 
of Greyvan Lines, reported that 
the average amount paid for ship- 
pers’ claims by the moving indus- 
try in 1956 was $47, an increase 
of $5 over 1955. There was one 
claim for every three shipments, 
he said. 

William Santini, of Santini 
Bros., another panel member, said 
the use of paraphernalia available 
to movers would tend to decrease 
the number and extent of claims.

it the origin of a fire is 
unknown, can a warehouseman 


be held liable for loss? 


A warehouseman has asked: “If 
stored goods are destroyed by fire, 
and no testimony is given as to the 
origin of the fire, is the warehouse- 
man liable?” 

Recently a higher court answered 
this question in the affirmative. In 
this case the 'warehouseman failed to 
prove that he exercised reasonable 
and ordinary care to safeguard the 
stored merchandise. 

For illustration, in W—— Storage 
Co. v. M , 94S. E. (2d) 37, it was 
shown that a bailor, named M——., 
stored his goods in a warehouse 
owned and operated by the W 
Storage Co. The warehouse burned 
and destroyed M——’s merchandise. 

The origin of the fire was unknown. 

The higher court held the ware- 
house company liable to M—— for 
the full value of the destroyed mer- 
chandise. This court held that the 
warehouse company was liable be- 
cause it failed to deliver on demand 
of M——— the stored merchandise and, 
also, the warehouse company failed 
to prove that it had exercised ordi- 
nary care to prevent the loss, and 
other fire losses. 








lf the origin of a fire is 
unknown, can a warehouseman 
prove non-negligence? 


More recently a higher court held 
that a warehouseman can avoid lia- 
bility for destruction of stored goods 
by fire, if the testimony fails to show 
how the fire started and, also, that 
the warehouseman always had in the 
past exercised reasonable care to 
safeguard the warehouse premises 
against the hazard of fire. 

For illustration, in United States 
v. B , 232 Fed. (2d) 756, it was 





shown that a fire in a warehouse de- 


stroyed 1,549,000 lb. of tobacco. 
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By Leo T. Parker Legal Consultant, Distribution Age 


The testimony showed that the 
warehouseman had stored the goods 
in a first class warehouse and there 
was no evidence that the fire resulted 
from negligence of the warehouseman 
or his employes. Furthermore, the 
warehouseman proved that his ware- 
house had been approved by the gov- 
ernment and that regular periodic 
inspections were made of the ware- 
house premises; the warehouse was 
kept clean of trash and rubbish; the 
warehouse employes were continually 
on the watch for anything out of the 
ordinary. 


What is the law on liability 

and the "fine print’ clauses 

on warehouse contracts? 

A higher court has held that a 
warehouseman’s liability limitation 
printed in fine print on a storage re- 
ceipt is valid only if the bailor’s at- 
tention was directed to it by the ware- 
house bailee.

For example, in R—— v. S-——, 
154 N. Y. S. 113, a fur coat worth 
$975 was given by its owner to the 
warehouseman bailee for storage in 
a moth-proof vault. Eighteen days 
after the coat was received by the 
warehouseman bailee it was stolen. 
The bailee relied upon a fine printed 
notice in the receipt which stated that 
the bailee’s liability was limited to 
the sum of $124.50. 

In subsequent litigation, the lower 
court held the bailee liable to the 
bailor for only $124.50. The higher 
court reversed the verdict, saying 
that this limitation of liability is 
valid only if the testimony shows that 
attention of the bailor was directed 
to the fine print. 


ls an agreement valid in which 
a wurehouse seller promises 
not to establish a new business? 


According to a late higher court 
decision, a person who sells his ware- 
house business and agrees to not en- 
ter into a competing business in the 
same county is bound by this. 

For instance, in M v. M . 
258 Pac. (2d) 40, the testimony 
showed that one W entered into 
an agreement for the sale of his busi- 
ness to one K———. In this agreement 
W promised that he would not 
thereafter re-engage in the same or a 
similar business in the county while 
K——— operated the business. A writ- 
ten agreement later was executed by 
the parties, but it did not contain 
such restrictive clause. W started 
a competing business. K filed 
suit and asked the court to grant an 
injunction to prevent the seller from 
continuing the competing business be- 
cause he had orally promised _K—— 
that he would not engage in a com- 
peting business in the same country. 

It is interesting to observe that the 
higher court ordered W to stop 
operating a business competing with 
the business being operated by K——, 
and said: 

“The testimony established the fact 
that defendant (W ) agreed he 
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would never re-engage in a similar 
business in the county. Where the 
agreement for sale of the business 
was indeterminate upon length of 
time during which the seller would 
not re-engage in similar business in 
the county, the agreement would be 
construed to mean that the seller was 
prohibited from re-engaging in like 
business for so long as buyer (K ) 
carried on his business.” 





When a warehouseman purchases 
goods from a bailor storer, is 


the surety bond void? 


Several months ago a higher court 
rendered a decision to the effect that 
a warehouseman’s surety is not liable 
nor responsible for a warehouseman’s 
failure to pay for merchandise which 
he purchased from a bailor. 

For example, in J v. United 
States, 298 Pac. (2d) 976, it was dis- 
closed that the owner of merchandise 
stored it in a warehouse. Later the 
owner sold his stored merchandise to 
the warehouseman. When the ware- 
houseman failed to pay the agreed 
purchase price for the merchandise, 
the bailor sued the warehouseman’s 
surety. 

The higher court refused to hold 
the surety liable saying that while a 
surety on a warehouseman’s bond is 
liable for the warehouseman’s failure 
to deliver the stored goods, the surety 
is not liable, for default, if a pur- 
chaser of the merchandise fails to 
make the agreed payments. 

In other words, the court held that 
when the warehouseman purchases 
merchandise from the bailor after it 


is stored in the warehouse, the surety 
bond is void. 





TRANSPORTATION 
Who is liable for injury in 


accidents involving non- 
authorized truck drivers? 


Recently a trucking official asked 
whether or not he is liable in dam- 
ages for injuries caused by the driver 
of his motor truck, if the testimony 
shows that the driver was given per- 
mission by the regular driver to op- 
erate the truck. 

Here is the law: If a person takes 
possession of a truck by force or 
stealth, and drives it without permis- 
sion of the owner’s regular driver, 
the employer is not liable for the 
driver’s negligence. If the regular 
driver permits a new driver to oper- 
ate the truck, even in violation of 
the employer’s instructions, the em- 
ployer is liable for negligence. In this 
case the new driver is considered 
merely an instrument in the hands 
of the regular driver. 

For example, in F—— v. P—— 
Transfer Co., 293 S. W. (2d) 170, it 


was shown that a truck driver for the 
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P Transfer Co., without knowl- 
edge of his employer, permitted a 
friend to drive the truck. The friend 
seriously injured a pedestrian, who 
sued the P Transfer Co. for 
heavy damages. The higher court 
held P liable for $60,000 dam- 
ages, saying: 

“If the friend had taken possession 
of the truck by force or stealth, and 
had been driving without the regular 
driver’s permission, the employer 
would not be liable for negligence. 
But if the driver permitted his friend 
to operate the truck under his super- 
vision, even in violation of the em- 
ployer’s instructions, the company is 
liable for the negligence.” 











Employers and unions are held 
to account for veiled statements 
in violation of labor laws. 


Recently a higher court explained 
that the labor relations laws hold that 
a man is held to intend the foresee- 
able consequence of his conduct. 

For example, in National Labor 
Relations Board ‘v. Oklahoma City 
General Drivers, Warehousemen and 
Helpers Local Union, 235 Fed. (2d) 
105, it was shown that a business 
agent of the union made certain 
statements to the effect that an em- 
ploye, named C , had been ex- 
pelled from the union. Also, the testi- 
mony showed that the union, after 
expelling C refused his tendered 
dues. This act caused the employer 
to unlawfully deny him employment. 
The higher court said:

“The single issue to be determined 
by us is, did the union, after expelling 
C—— and refusing his tendered dues, 
cause the company to unlawfully 
deny him employment? We think 
that it did. Suffice it to say that the 
courts generally, in recent years, have 
held employers strictly to account on 
the one hand, and unions on the other, 
for veiled, oblique statements which 
would lead to a violation by both 
parties of the Act.” 

The higher court held further that 
both employers and unions are held 
strictly to account for veiled, oblique 
statements the foreseeable intent of 
which would lead to violation by both 
parties of Labor Relations Act. 

Hence, an employer need not prove 
that a union’s agent made direct 
threats or promises to an employer 
in order to establish violations by the 
union of the Labor Relations Act. 


When injury results from 
equipment failure, is the 


owner held liable? 


According to a late higher court 
decision the owner of a motor truck 
is liable for injuries to persons and 
property caused by his negligence in 
failing to repair known defects. 

For example, in K Van & Stor- 
age Co. v. C , B01 Pac. (2d) 1015, 
the testimony showed facts, as fol- 
lows: 


A truck driver named C was 
employed by the W Transfer Co., 
hereinafter referred to as W . 
which was not authorized to transfer 
goods in interstate commerce. The 
K Van & Storage Co. was in the 
same business and was authorized to 
haul interstate. 

One day K Van & Storage Co. 
leased from W a motor truck in- 
cluding the driver to handle a job. 
Cc , the driver, was to obey in- 
structions of K—— Van & Storage 
Co. and was to receive payment from 
the shipper. Just prior to the trip, 
C discovered that the brakes were 
not functioning properly. He re- 
ported to the K Van & Storage 
Co. and told them about the defective 
brakes and suggested that they should 
be checked, but he was told to pro- 
ceed on the trip. Later the brakes 
were checked and W instructed 
C to have the brakes repaired. 
A mechanic worked on the brakes and 
C started on a two-mile down 
grade. C was unable to control 
the truck and he was seriously in- 
jured. 

In subsequent litigation the higher 
court held K Van & Storage Co. 
liable, saying: 

“The negligence is based upon the 
furnishing to the plaintiff (C ) 
of this vehicle containing a defective 
braking system and the failure of 
the defendant (K—— Van & Storage 
Co.) to make a reasonable inspection 
and repair of the brakes. In the face

For example, in A v. B—., 
266 S. W. (2d) 556, it was shown 
that a truck driver named N had 
an accident while driving a _ truck 
which was owned by one W : 
N ran through a stop sign and 
collided with a bus. A passenger on 
the bus was severely injured and sued 
both the bus company and N 
employer for damages. 

The higher court held the bus com- 
pany not liable but held N ’s em- 
ployer liable in $10,000 damages to 
the injured bus passenger, and said:
